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Doyen  Trainer  Retires 

Very  few,  if  any,  horse  trainers  in  Australia  would  have  personally 
earned  greater  respect  nor  reflected  greater  credit  on  his  calling  than 
Frank  Dalton,  a  Tattersall’s  Club  member  for  many  years.  It  was  a  great 
blow  to  the  racing  world  and  a  matter  of  personal  regret  for  many  of  its 
members  when  Frank  retired  from  active  training  in  March  of  this  year. 
However,  time  catches  up  with  us  all  and  Frank’s  doctors  advised  him 
to  give  up  the  rigours  of  training  in  the  interests  of  his  continued  good 
health.  This  Frank,  somewhat  reluctantly,  agreed  to  do  but,  in  his 
retirement,  he  can  look  back  on  a  colourful  career  which  he  has  enjoyed 
to  its  full  and  during  which  he  has  made  countless  friends  and  a  vast 


Frank's  whole  life  has  been  involved 
with  the  training  of  racehorses.  He 
started  way  back  when  he  was  in  his 
teens  as  an  assistant  to  his  uncle,  Dick 
O’Connor.  O'Connor  was  a  great 
trainer  in  his  day  and  will  be  remem¬ 
bered  as  such  by  many  of  Tattersall’s 
senior  members.  He  trained  a  Melbourne 
Cup  winner  and  many  other  outstand¬ 
ing  performers.  He  had  his  stables  at 
Kogarah,  a  Sydney  suburb,  and  it  was 
here  that  Frank  Dalton  learned  the 
elements  of  his  craft. 

However,  Frank  was  ambitious  and 
anxious  to  start  out  on  his  own.  This 
he  did  when  he  reached  twenty-one  and 
established  his  stables  at  Kensington, 
where  he  lived  at  the  time.  Frank  has 
trained  at  only  two  locations  during  his 
long  career  and  sold  out  at  Kensington 
to  move  to  Randwick.  There  he  re¬ 
mained  until  his  retirement  in  March 
when  he  sold  his  stables  to  real  estate 
developers. 

Looking  back  over  his  career,  Frank 
says  he  has  always  been  blessed  with 
fine  owners  and  counts  himself  fortunate 
in  this  regard.  However,  this  is  only  to 
be  expected  as  one  of  Frank’s  integrity, 
standing  and  personality  would  hardly 
be  likely  to  attract  any  other  sort.  In 
this  connection  Frank  must  hold  some 
kind  of  unofficial  record,  for  he  numbers 
no  less  than  six  Knights  amongst  his 
list  of  owners.  They  are  Sir  Alan 
Potter,  Sir  James  Kirby,  Sir  Graham 
Waddell,  Sir  James  Fletcher,  Sir  Sydney 
Snow  and  Sir  Thomas  Gordon.

Frank  says  his  career  has  been  one 
of  ups  and  downs  and  that  he  has  had 
his  share  of  failures  as  well  as  cham¬ 
pions.

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clear  favorite.  It  was  a  tragedy  that 
he  was  killed  on  the  track  on  Cup 
morning  and  never  lived  to  fulfil  the 
high  hopes  Frank  had  for  him. 

Another  outstanding  performer  which 
Frank  trained  was  Freckles.  The 
measure  of  Freckles’  greatness  is  that 
the  record  it  set  for  seven  furlongs  over 
twenty  years  ago  still  stands  today. 

Always  a  keen  Tattersall’s  member, 
it  gives  Frank  great  pleasure  to  recall 
the  fact  that  he  has  won  Tattersall's 
Cup  three  times.  This  was  with  Taressc 
to  the  best  of  Frank's  knowledge  the 
only  three-year-old  to  have  won  this 
Club  event,  Monte  Carlo  and  Corsair. 

It  would  be  tedious  to  attempt  to 
comment  on  all  the  class  performers 
which  Frank  has  trained  and  which 
appear  in  list  form  in  this  article.  Monte 
Carlo,  for  instance,  which  won  both 
Derbies  and  the  Sydney  St.  Leger,  and 
Slogan,  which  took  out  two  Doncasters. 
In  later  years  Valerius  was  one  of  his 
bered  by  current  followers  of  the  turf, 
charges  which  will  be  freshly  remem- 

Well  into  his  seventies,  today,  Frank 
could,  perhaps,  be  forgiven  for  being 
a  little  nostalgic  about  the  past — but 
this  is  certainly  not  the  case  and  his 
views  are  as  fresh  and  progressive  as 
ever  they  were.  He  considers  that  racing 
has  improved  considerably  over  the 
years  and  that  the  horses  of  latter  years 
are  equally  as  good,  if  not  better,  than 
those  of  yesterday.  He  is  convinced, 
for  instance,  that  no  horse  could  have 
beaten  Tulloch  on  his  day. 

Frank  steps  down  from  his  calling 
with  a  very  fine  record;  one  which  any 
trainer  might  very  well  envy  but  which 
cannot  be  fully  measured  by  his  out¬ 
standing  racing  victories  alone.  To 
these  must  be  added  the  stature  he 
has  gained  in  the  racing  world  and  the 
contribution  he  has  made  to  it.  So  high 
does  the  name  of  Frank  Dalton  stand 
in  turf  circles  that  the  Sydney  Morning 
Herald  has  suggested  that  a  race  be 
called  after  him,  a  thought  endorsed  by 
all  those  with  whom  he  has  come  in 
contact  throughout  his  55-year  training 
career. 

Frank's  fellow  members  at  Tattersall's 
pay  him  the  highest  tribute  on  his  retire¬ 
ment  and  wish  him  every  happiness  and 
satisfaction  for  the  future.

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Outstanding  Footballers  of  Yesterday 


Tattersall’s  are  proud  of  the  fact  that  they  have  always  numbered  amongst  their  members  many  sportsmen. 
Some  have  distinguished  themselves  in  their  respective  sporting  fields;  others  have  not  but  have  participated  for 
the  love  of  their  particular  games. 

It  is  intended  to  give  readers  of  T.C.M.  the  backgrounds  of  some  of  our  TattersalFs  sportsmen  from  time  to  time 
as  we  feel  sure  such  articles  will  be  of  great  interest  to  them. 

This  month  we  feature  four  of  our  members  who  have  achieved  success  in  that  popular  football  code,  Rugby 
League.  These  members  are:  Dave  Brown,  international  representative  on  many  occasions  and  Kangaroo  cap¬ 
tain  who  established  two  records  more  than  thirty  years  ago  which  still  stand  today;  Ken  McCaffery  also 
international  representative  and  Australian  Vice-Captain;  Ron  Willey,  another  international  player  who  also 
established  a  League  record  for  Australia  and  John  O’Toole,  an  outstanding  local  player  who  turned  to  ad¬ 
ministration  in  which  he  has  had  a  distinguished  career. 


Dave  Brown 

There  is  no  doubt  that  Dave 
Brown  is  one  of  the  most  colour¬ 
ful  and  successful  players  ever  to 
don  a  League  jersey.  He  played  all 
his  football  with  the  famous  East¬ 
ern  Suburbs  club  in  the  mid-30  s 
and  naturally  enough  was  the  back¬ 
bone  of  his  team  and  its  most  suc¬ 
cessful  player  on  many  occasions. 

Dave  played  his  first  international 
series  in  1933-34  when  he  toured 
England  with  the  Kangaroos.  He 
was  the  youngest  player  in  the  tour¬ 
ing  party  but  he  distinguished  him¬ 
self  in  the  series  and  was  to  estab¬ 
lish  a  record  which  is  unbroken 
today.  This  was  for  the  highest 
number  of  points  scored  by  any 
player  on  a  Kangaroo  tour.  In  that 
series  Dave  amassed  the  mighty 
total  of  two  hundred  and  eighty  five 
points  and  no  player  since  (and  as 
all  League  followers  know  there 
have  been  many  outstanding  foot¬ 
ballers  who  have  had  the  opportun¬ 
ity)  has  been  able  to  top  that  total. 

Dave  came  back  home  for  the 
1935  season  and  was  again  to  cover 
himself  with  glory  and  establish  an¬ 
other  football  record.  This  was  to 
score  three  hundred  and  eighty  five 
points  in  a  Sydney  season,  bettering 
his  Kangaroo  series  total  by  exactly 
one  hundred  points  and  establish¬ 
ing  a  record  which  hasn’t  been 
equalled  in  the  intervening  thirty 
one  years. 

The  reputation  for  outstanding 
ability  which  Dave  had  so  justly 
earned  up  to  this  time  made  him 
the  natural  choice  for  Kangaroo 
captain  and  to  this  position  he  was 
appointed  in  1936.  He  captained 
Australia  in  all  the  tests  held  here 


in  that  year,  the  youngest  man 
ever  to  lead  his  country  in  League. 

At  the  climax  of  his  career  Dave 
was  offered  a  contract  to  play  with 
the  English  club  of  Warrington. 
This  he  accepted  and  played 
there  for  three  seasons  once  again 
proving  to  be  an  outstanding  foot¬ 
baller  and  a  match  winner  in  many 
games. 

Dave  Brown  was  a  natural  ath¬ 
lete  and  sportsman  and  no  doubt 
could  have  been  equally  successful 
in  other  fields  if  he  had  concentrat¬ 
ed  on  them.  He  was  for  instance 
the  Junior  Surf  Champion  of 
Bronte  club  in  1930  and  was  also 
an  A  grade  tennis  player. 

Currently  Dave  is  the  N.S.W. 
Leagues’  Schools  Liaison  Officer 
where  he  is  doing  an  excellent  job 
in  encouraging  youngsters  in  the 
sport  in  which  he  established  him¬ 
self  as  an  all-time  great  and  to 
which  he  made  an  unparalleled 
contribution. 


Ken  McCaffery 

A  leading  club  footballer  in  two 
states  in  Australia  and  an  inter¬ 
national  representative  on  many  oc¬ 
casions,  Ken  McCaffery  can  look 
back  on  a  successful  career  with 
some  justifiable  pride. 

He  started  his  league  career  with 
Eastern  Suburbs  in  1948  and  the 
measure  of  his  ability  and  poten¬ 
tial  was  that  he  went  straight  into 
first  grade  from  the  juniors  without 
playing  a  single  match  in  the  inter¬ 
mediate  grades.  Ken’s  family  came 
from  Toowoomba  in  Queensland 
and  soon  after  he  began  playing  de¬ 


cided  to  move  back  there.  At  the 
time  Ken  had  only  had  a  couple 
of  seasons  with  Easts  but  already 
was  regarded  as  a  potential  Kanga¬ 
roo  representative. 

Naturally  Ken  continued  playing 
football  when  he  moved  to  Queens¬ 
land  with  his  family  and  was  equal¬ 
ly  outstanding  in  that  state.  He 
represented  Queensland  many  times 
and  was  selected  to  tour  England 
and  France  with  the  Australian 
team  in  1952-53.  Chosen  as  a  util¬ 
ity  back  on  that  tour  be  played 
most  of  his  matches  as  half-back 
with  great  success. 

Soon  after  their  return  from  Eng¬ 
land  and  France  in  1953  the  Kanga¬ 
roos  were  faced  with  a  tour  of  New 
Zealand  and  on  this  occasion  Ken 
was  named  Vice-Captain  of  the 
touring  side. 

In  1954  it  was  overseas  again  for 
Ken,  this  time  as  an  Australian 
team  member  for  the  World  Cup 
which  was  played  in  France.  By 
this  stage  in  his  career  he  was  play¬ 
ing  most  of  his  football  as  centre 
though  occasionally  he  took  the 
five-eighth  position. 

He  continued  to  play  representa¬ 
tive  football  on  his  return  to  Aus¬ 
tralia  and  featured  in  many  sterling 
games.  Probably  one  of  his  most 
outstanding  matches  and  one  which 
will  be  remembered  long  by  fans 
of  the  game  was  the  World  Cup 
game  played  in  Australia  in  1957. 
On  that  occasion  Ken  played  as 
half-back  and  scored  two  sparkling 
tries  against  England  at  vital  stages, 
materially  assisting  the  ultimate  re¬ 
sult  in  which  Australia  went  on  to 
win  the  Cup. 
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Ken  is  one  of  only  a  small  band 
of  players  to  represent  both  N.S.W. 
and  Queensland  and,  though  his 
stay  in  the  latter  state  was  only 
short,  he  had  a  distinguished  career 
with  both.  In  addition  to  his  over¬ 
seas  tour  he  had  three  trips  to  New 
Zealand  with  Australian  teams  and 
no  doubt  his  national  representation 
would  have  been  far  more  exten¬ 
sive  but  for  his  unfortunate  knee 
injury.  However,  despite  this,  he 
played  over  two  hundred  first  grade 
matches  before  he  put  away  his 
boots  and  began  to  concentrate  on 
his  commercial  career. 

Ken  was  an  appropriately  built 
athlete  for  the  positions  he  played. 
He  weighed  around  twelve  stone 
twelve  pounds  throughout  most  of 
his  career  and  was  five  feet  nine 
inches  in  height.  He  had  speed, 
power  and  the  ruggedness  necessary 
to  play  international  standard  foot¬ 
ball  successfully. 

Ken  is  presently  employed  by  the 
N.S.W.  Rugby  League  as  coaching 
director  and  is  also  working  with 
Dave  Brown  in  the  capacity  of 
Assistant  Schools  Liaison  Officer. 


Ron  Willey 

Ron  Willey  started  his  football 
career  young  and  played  success¬ 
fully  with  the  President  Cup’s  team 
in  the  Canterbury- Bankstown  dis¬ 
trict.  However  it  wasn’t  long  before

his  ability  and  potential  were  re¬ 
cognized  and  he  was  promoted  to 
first  grade  in  1948. 

He  played  with  this  club  for  four 
years  and  proved  himself  to  be  an 
outstanding  fullback  with  a  num¬ 
ber  of  very  fine  matches  to  his 
credit.  His  outstanding  ability  on 
the  field  was  rewarded  with  selec¬ 
tion  in  the  Kangaroo  team  which 
toured  England  and  France  in  1952- 
1953.  In  that  series  he  established 
a  record  by  scoring  over  one  hun¬ 
dred  points,  the  first  fullback  ever 
to  do  so  on  an  Australian  Kangaroo 
tour. 

Ron  was  to  experience  some 
bad  luck  on  his  return  from  the 
England-France  tour  however  and 
it  was  to  put  him  out  of  football 
for  a  full  season  and  interrupt  a 
career  already  well  established  and 
moving  towards  its  height.  He  in¬ 
jured  a  knee  soon  after  arriving 
back  in  Australia  in  1953  and  as 
a  result  had  to  forgo  the  1954 
season  completely. 

He  moved  to  Queensland  in  that 
year  and  was  once  again  back  on 
the  field  in  1955  completely  recov¬ 
ered  from  the  severe  knee  injury 
and  full  of  enthusiasm.  He  played 
for  Rockhampton  and  again  his 
ability  earned  him  representative 
honours  with  selection  in  the  state 
team.  He  played  for  Queensland  in 
Sydney  and  in  Brisbane. 

However  his  stay  in  the  North 
was  to  last  only  one  season  and  he 
returned  to  Sydney  in  1956.  He 
joined  Up  with  Manly-Warringah 
where  he  was  a  welcome  addition 
to  the  team. 

He  is  now  employed  by  a  ciga¬ 
rette  distributing  firm  yet  still  finds 
time  to  coach  the  reserve  team  for 
his  old  club,  Manly-Warringah.  He 
is  also  a  member  of  the  N.S.W. 
Rugby  League  coaching  panel. 

John  O’Toole 

Although  John  O’Toole  had  a 
long  and  successful  career  as  a 
player  in  State  League  in  which 
he  laid  the  foundations  for  an  ex¬ 
tensive  knowledge  of  the  game,  he 
is  better  known  as  an  administrator. 

As  most  members  will  know  John 
is  the  Secretary  of  the  N.S.W. 
Country  Rugby  Football  League 
and  has  held  this  position  with  dis¬ 


tinction  for  the  past  twelve  years. 
He  has  also  been  a  member  of  the 
Australian  Board  of  Control  for 
the  same  length  of  time. 

Practically  all  his  football  was 
played  in  the  country  in  the  Bath¬ 
urst  area.  He  regularly  represented 
Group  10  in  his  playing  days  and 
was  considered  to  be  a  fine  player. 
Early  in  his  career  he  played  as  a 
winger  but  later  on  was  transferred 
to  the  forwards  where  he  featured 
in  the  second  row. 

John  managed  the  Australian 
World  Cup  side  which  toured  Eu¬ 
rope  in  1960  and  carried  out  this 
job  with  distinction.  He  was  the 
youngest  manager  ever  to  take  con¬ 
trol  of  an  Australian  side  overseas 
and  proved  that  age  was  no  bar  to 
outstanding  ability. 

John  also  managed  the  Combined 
Country  Team  to  Western  Aus¬ 
tralia. 

He  is  presently  living  in  Sydney 
from  where  he  conducts  the  affairs 
of  the  Country  Rugby  League.  He 
has  an  office  in  the  N.S.W.  Rugby 
Football  Leagues  building  in  Phillip 
Street.
